Reds Report Markos 
Relieved Of Duties 


ATHENS, Feb. 4 (AV-The Com­ 
munist “Free Greece" radio an­ 
nounced tonight Markoa Vafiades 
has been relieved of his political 
responsibilities and the broadcast 
was officially interpreted here as 
meaning the veteran guerrilla lead­ 
er is dead. 
A spokesman for the Greek aHny's 
general staff said the broadcast con­ 
firmed general staff suspicion* that 
the Communist* have executed their 
slim, turkish-bom field commander 
for hi* failure to conquer Greece. 
Generalissimo Alexander Papagos 
said that while he could not con­ 
firm that Markos had been executed, 
he Interpreted the broadcast to 
mean at lcn«t that Markos had 
been “dismissed** as chief of the 
rebel force*. 
•* Purge,** Says Taal darts 
F o r e i g n Minister Constantine 
Tsaldaris declared: "Obviously there 
is a purge in the leadership of the 
Communist Party. However, this is 
an internal question of the bandits 
and leaves the government com­ 
pletely Indifferent.” 
Markos, 43, has been "seriously 
ill" for several months, the broad­ 
cast said, and he was relieved by the 
Central Committee of the Greek 
Communist Party. It said he could 
not carry out the important tasks 
assigned him. 
The announcement did not men­ 
tion a successor. 
Eight days ago the Communist 
radio broadcast new peace proposals, 
saying the Markos "government 
was prepared to send representa­ 
tives to Athens if the national gov­ 
ernment accepted. Greek govern­ 
ment authorities rejected the pro­ 
posals, which Included ending of 
United States aid, as “sheer prop­ 
aganda.” 
Politburo Member Relieved 
The Communist radio also said 
tonight the Central Committee vot­ 
ed unanimously to relieve Chrisa 
Hadjivasiliou from political respon­ 
sibilities. The broadcast said she al­ 
so has been seriously ill “for some 
months.’*

disclosures recently m ade, or who hav e personal knowl- 
edge, on ov ercrowding a t the v arious institutions w ith- 
In M aryland, m ay hav e gotten the Impression tha t 
-T he Snake P it” is a propaganda film addressed to 
the local pub lic or S tate A dm inistration. 
The film 
has indeed had a trem endous v alue in aw akening in ­ 
terest all ov er the country in the need for m ore and 
b etter m ental ho.spitals and care for patients. 
The producers hav e, howev er, resisted the tem pta­ 
tion to m ake “The Snake P it” the v ehicle of a social 
message. They were interested in film ing a dram atic 
story, which has b een m ade b oth v iv id and appealing 
b y shrewd direction and the w onderful acting of 
Oliv ia de H av iland. 
The m essage is there, b ut its 
Im pact is accidental. 
To b e sure, the show'ing of the picture in M aryland 
did not prom pt G ov ernor Lane to appoint a com m ittee 
to m ake a study of reported conditions w ithin the 
m ental institutions. 
N either can it b e .said he acted 
w*.,hout some prodding b ecause he had promi.sed to 
Improv e conditions during his gub ernatorial cam paign 
In 1946. 
There can b e hardly any doub t tha t Gov er- 
n -r Lane Intended w hat he promi.sed b ut it seem.s tha t 
two years was sufficient tim e in which to do 
so. Effort.s 
hav e b een m ade from tim e to tim e during this period 
to put into m otion inv e^stigations b y legislativ e com - 
m ltt^ s . 
'Fhey were not too well receiv ed b ecause 
Lane w anted to hav e them m ade in his own way 
and at a tim e to .suit his conv enience. 
His delay has, 
to 
the least, b red im patience. 
The pub lic is 
aw akened to the fact tha t the tim e for correcting

•^.e people of M aryland will not b e satLsfied w ith 
a r n m n g short of b ringing ab out m arked im prov e­ 
m ents in liv ing conditions and greater care for the 
patients so as to place the ho.spitals in a fa r m ore fav - 
orab le rank tha n those elsewhere.

Stalin Gets An swer 
F ro m State Dep artmen t 
C hairm an Tom Connally of the Senate Foreign 
R elations Com m ittee has hailed S talin ’s latest dec­ 
laration as “a significant ev ent in international rela- 
tiorxs.” 
A lot of people—including the officials of our 
S tate D epartm ent—would b e interested to know why 
It Is significant. 
The replies which Stalin m ade to those four 
questions sub m itted b y an In ternational News Serv ice 
correspondent contained nothing new. 
Of course 
R Uiiia is prepared to “consider” issuing a joint no-w'ar 
declaration w ith the United States. 
“Peace” is a 
familiar word in the lexicon of Russo-C om m unist 
propaganda. 
An equally fam iliar, and m eaningless 
phrase is “the principle of disarm em ent.” 
As for 
tha t personal conference w ith President T rum an, 
S ialin now lim its the place for such a m eeting b ehind 
the ‘ Iron C urtain” giv ing the excuse tha t his physician 
fcrb ids him to trav el b y sea or air. 
Well, Secretary 
o! S:at€ Acheson has m ade it v ery clear tha t Mr. 
T rum an has no intention of going. 
F urther, the 
President will m eet Mr. Stalin only w*hen representa- 
tiv e.s of the other powers are pre.sent. 
The m ost interesting part of Mr. S talin’s four- 
p3int statem en t was his prom ise to lift the Berlin 
b lockade, prov ided the W estern power? postpone the 
estab lishm ent of a W estern G erm an state and lift their 
own tran sport and trade restrictions in G erm any. The 
sam e promise w’as m ade to our Am b assador Sm ith in 
Moscow m onths ago. 
'The U nited S tates then took 
it In gocxi faith. 
We proceeded a t once to reopen the 
currency discussions in B erlin—only to find tha t the 
Red arm y com m ander there, ob v iously on orders from 
Moscow, interpreted the agreem ent in a way tha t 
astounded our delegates. 
In the Sov iet v iew, an y­ 
thing less tha n com plete R ussian control of B erlin’s 
currency is a “W estern trad e restriction.” 
Russia 
talk-s “peace,” “gradual 
disarm am ent,” 
S talin-T rum an conferences and the like. 
B ut Russia 
continues the cold war. 
T ha t’s why Mr. Acheson 
has found it necessary to te ar the w rappings off this 
la te ^ Stalin propaganda package and expose its 
m eaningless contents. 
He has rejected, in no un- 
eertam term s, and wisely, the new attem pt b y D ictator 
Stalin to put the U nited S tales on the spot. 


FG ULCERS hav e many origins 
and when the cause is found 
and 
remedied, 
treatment 
i.s 
more likely to b e .successful. All 
too often, v aricose v eins are b lamed 
b ut only 60 per cent fall into this 
category. It is ob v ious, therefore, 
that not all lesions of this nature 
should b e managed alike. 
The v aricose ulcer is typical. As 
a rule, it dev elops on the lower 
half of the leg; one of the mast 
fav ored sites is just ab ov e the ankle 
on the inner side. The lesion is 
generally .shallow with sloping, ir- 
legular edges and, if neglected may 
progre.ss until the leg is wmpletely 
encircled. After the denuded area 
is cleansed, the underlying tis.sues 
are red, with a hob nailed appear­ 
ance; when infected, the patch looks 
unhealthy and frequently is cov ­ 
ered with a purulent discharge. Un- 
le.ss clean.sed regularly and cov ered 
with an ailequate b andage, b ac­ 
terial niv a.sion commonly occurs. 
In the presence of inflammation, 
pain and swelling are noted es­ 
pecially if b umped; sometimes ach­ 
ing Ls .so sev ere that rest and routine 
activ ities are disturb ed. 


A network of prominent v eins 
may surround the ujcer and the 
near-b y skin is inv ariab ly pigment­ 
ed or scaly. When lesions exhib it 
such features, they are entitled to 
tlie diagnosis, v aricose ulcers. An 
elastic stocking or b andage helps 
also b ut the results are temporary 
unless these supports are worn in­ 
definitely. 'Hie tissues ulcerate b e­ 
cause the How of b lood through the 
v eins Is sluggish. By ob literating 
these useless pas.sageways v ia sur­ 
gery or the injection of a sclerasing 
solution, prompt healing may b e 
expected. 
The remedy sounds simple b ut 
now' and then other mea.sures are 
demanded, particularly If the b lem­ 
ishes are large and infected or hav e 
existed for many years. It may b e 
nec&ssary for the patient to remain 
in b ed for sev eral weeks until in­ 
flammation sub sides. During this 
period, w-arm, moist dressings or an 
antiseptic containing one of the 
wonder drugs, Dakin’s solution, or 
a dye like gentian v iolent may b e 
api>lled. A preparation containing 
cod liv er oil or a paste prepared 
from b lood cells also may ha.sten 
healing. If the b orders are thick­ 
ened and scarred, surgery may b e 
needed at w'hich time the entire 
area is cov ered with a skin graft. 
This leads to cure b ut ev en in such 
circumstances, the results will not 
b e permanent unless the v eins are 
taken into consideration. 


The remaining 40 per cent of the 
ulcers are due to a v ariety of con­ 
ditions v ar>'ing from specific in­ 
fection to cancer. Sj'philis, tub ercu­ 
losis, molds, and fungi hav e b een 
implicated and until retxignized and 
treated properly, the general health 
of the v ictim will remain impaired. 
In elderly persons, poor circulation 
due to hardened arteries is always 
a possib ility; the lesions arise b e­ 
cause of a scanty b lood supply. 
Many respond to cleanliness, rest, 
and regimens designed at improv e 
the circulation.

Ne w L a b o r Bill's Re la tio n 
To Pu b lic In te re st Cite d

Tiie most fundamentifl test of the 
new lab or law proposed b y tne Tru­ 
man administration is the relation 
b etween it and the pub lic interest. 
By “pub lic interest” in this test is 
meant not merely the gocxi of the 
pub lic and a b road sense, that .s 
a m atter of opinion and judgement. 
What is meant is the relation b e­ 
tween the proposed law ind the 
authority of gov ernment. On this 
point there is an illustration in 
one prov ision of the new b ill. 
The proposed b ill rejieals a pro­ 
v ision of the existing Taft-Hartley 
law' which forb ids strikes b y em­ 
ployes of gov ernment. What this 
repeal means—not merely as to its 
specific effect b ut as to a prin­ 
ciple of gov ernment In the b road­ 
est sense—can b e under.stood from 
the sequent conditions. 
The old Wagner Lab or Relations 
Act did not deal with strikes b v 
gov ernment employes, 
it 
neither 
forb ade them nor sanctioned them. 
The reason for this silence, it is 
tenab le to assume, was that at the 
time the Wagner Act was passed 
(1935) strikes b y gov ernment em­ 
ployes w’ere regarded as “unthink­ 
ab le.” That w'ord was used oy Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt in 1937 in a general 
dissertation ab out the rights of 
lab or. 
Taken Into .Acco unt 
Dr ring some recent years, v hilc 
the Wagner law' was still in effect, 
there were many strikes b y unions 
of employes of local gov ernments, 
state and 
municipal. The.'e 
in­ 
cluded strikes 
b y 
teachers 
ami 
other school employes, employes of 
municipally owned pub lic utilities, 
and in such functions of city gov - 
erni. mt as garb age collection and 
the like. 
Taking account of such strikes, 
the Taft-Hartley law forb ade them. 
To repeal this prov ision of the 
Taft-Hartley law, as proposed b v 
the present b ill, 
would 
hav e 
a 
special effect. It w'ould b e more 
than merely a negativ e si^p, a 
repeal. It would amount to an af- 


firmativ e step, hav ing the spirit 
and moral effect of giv ing sanction 
to strikes b y gov enmient workers. 
The 
.sequence 
would 
b e: 
first, 
statuatoiy silence on such strikes; 
second, statuatory prohib ition of 
them; and now', if the pending b ill 
should b e passed as written, repeal 
of the prohib ition. 
How’ extreme a step the present 
b ill would amount to if passed, how 
great the distance which delercnce 
b y gov ernment to the pow’er of lab or 
unions and leaders has gone, and 
how deep the principle 
inv o lv ed, 
is shown b y 
recalling 
President 
Roosev elt’s statement in 1937. He 
was himself extreme, as measured 
b j’ the standards of that time in 
deference to the rights of lab or, 
and the spirit of his statement 
as a whole reflected that deference.

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Movie Depicts Conditions 
Said To Exist In Asylums 
A great many of the ains charged up to Hollywood 
by serious minded American critics have been atoned 
for by "The Snake Pit,** which was shown here this 
week. 
This cinematic study of mental degeneration 
and regeneration might easily have become another 
stature of melodrama and sentimentality to which 
some producers are prone. 
But the picture is realistic, 
bones! and deeply moving. 
More “The Snake Pit” has become a vehicle for a 
Umely and valuable message. 
IU scenes of appalling 
overcrowding in a mental hospital strikes many Ameri­ 
can communities as a reflection of their own con­ 
dition*. 
Thus, Cumberlanders who have followed 
» disclosures recently made, or who have personal knowl­ 
edge, on overcrowding at the various institutions with­ 
in Maryland, may have gotten the impression that 
"The Snake Pit” is a propaganda film addressed to 
the local public or State Administration. 
The film 
ha* indeed had a tremendous value in awakening in­ 
terest all over the country Sn the need for more and 
better mental hospitals and care for patienU. 
The producers have, however, resisted the tempta­ 
tion ie make “The Snake Pit” the vehicle of a social 
message. They were interested in filming a dramatic 
glory, which has been made both vivid and appealing 
by shrewd direction and the wonderful acting of 
O.iria de Haviland. 
The message is there, but its 
Impart is accidental. 
To be sure, the showing of the picture in Maryland 
did not prompt Governor Lane to appoint a committee 
to make a study of reported conditions within the 
mental institutions. 
Neither can it be said he acted 
without some prodding because he had promised to 
Improve conditions during his gubernatorial campaign 
lr 15*46 
There can be hardly any doubt that Gover- 
r yr Lane intended what he promised but it seems that 
two ycar^ aas sufficient time in which to do so. Efforts 
hare beer, made from time to time during this period 
to put into motion investigations by legislative corn­ 
in!’:** s. 
They were not too well received because 
Mr Lane wanted to have them made in his own way 
and at a time to suit his convenience. 
His delay has, 
to say the least, bred impatience. 
The public is 
awakened to the fact that the time for correcting 
cc Editions and to provide adequate care for patients 
ha.1 long passed. 
It would not be stating a fact to say that Mr. Lane 
has maintained an indifferent attitude toward this 
pressing problem. 
As a matter of fact, only recently 
he openly declared that it Is his responsibility to 
bnng about a correction of whatever conditions exist 
which are detrimental to the well-being of inmates. 
At the same time. Governor Lane declared that oar 
mental hospitals "rank favorably” with those in other 
state*. 
In face of reports that conditions are what 
they are such a comparison affords little comfort for 
those aho must endure such confinement, not to 
mention the anxiety of those aho found it necessary 
to have them placed in institutions. 
The people of Maryland will not be satisfied with 
anything short of bringing about marked improve­ 
ments in living conditions and greater care for the 
patients so as to place the hospitals in a far more fav­ 
orable rank than those elsewhere.

Stalin Gets Answer 
From State Department 
Chairman Tom ConnalJy of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee has hailed Stalin’s latest dec­ 
laration as “a significant event in international rela­ 
tion*.” 
A lot of people—including the officials of our 
State Department—would be interested to know why 
It Is significant. 
The replies which Stalin made to those four 
questions submitted by an International News Service 
correspondent contained nothing new. 
Of course 
Russia is prepared to “consider” issuing a Joint no-war 
declaration aith the United States. 
“Peace” Is a 
famiuar word in the lexicon of Russo-Communist 
pre pap an da. 
An equally familiar, and meaningless 
use is “the principle of disarmement.” 
As for 
persona! conference with President Truman. 
Stalin nom limits the place for such a meeting behind 
the ‘ Iron Curtain” giving the excuse that his physician 
frrb.a.' him to travel by sea or air. 
Well, Secretary 
cf State Acheson has made it very clear that Mr. 
Truman has no intention of going. 
Further, the 
President will meet Mr Stalin only when representa­ 
tive* of the other powers are present. 
The most Interesting part of Mr. Stalin’* four- 
p cr.: statement was his promise lo lift the Berlin 
blockade, provided the Western power? postpone the 
establishment of a Western German state and lift their 
can transport and trade restrictions in Germany. The 
same promise aas made to our Ambassador Smith in 
Moscow months ago. 
The United States then took 
it in good faith. 
We proceeded at once to reopen the 
currency discussions in Berlin—only to find that the 
Red army commander there, obviously on orders from 
M Meow, interpreted the agreement in a w*ay that 
astounded our delegates. 
In the Soviet view, any­ 
thing Ie $ than complete Russian control of Berlin’s 
currency is a “Western trade restriction.” 
Russia talks “peace,” “gradual disarmament.” 
Stalin-Truman conferences and the like. 
But Russia 
continue* the cold war. 
That s why Mr, Acheson 
has found it necessary to tear the wrappings off this 
laten Stalin propaganda package and expose its 
meaningless contents. 
He has rejected, in no un- 
cert am terms, and wisely, the new attempt by Dictator 
S'lhr. lo put the United States on the spot. 


LG ULCERS have many origins 
and when the cause is found 
and 
remedied, 
treatment 
is 
more likely to be successful. All 
too often, varicose veins are blamed 
but only 60 lier cent fail into this 
category. It is obvious, therefore, 
that not all lesions of this nature 
should be managed alike. 
The varicose ulcer is typical. As 
a rule, it develops on the lower 
half of tile leg; one of the most 
favored sites is just above the ankle 
on Hie inner side. The lesion is 
generally shallow- with sloping, ir­ 
regular edges and, if neglected may 
progress until the leg is completely 
encircled. After the denuded area 
is cleansed, tile underlying tissues 
are red. with a hobnailed appear­ 
ance; when infected, the patch looks 
unhealthy and frequently is cov­ 
ered with a purulent discharge. Un­ 
less cleansed regularly and covered 
with an adequate bandage, bac­ 
terial invasion commonly occurs. 
In tile presence of inflammation, 
pain and swelling are noted es- 
pecially if bumped; sometimes ach­ 
ing is so severe that rest and routine 
activities are disturbed. 
• — • — • 
A network of prominent veins 
may surround the ujcer and tile 
near-by skin is invariably pigment­ 
ed or scaly. When lesions exhibit 
such features, they are entitled to 
tile diagnosis, varicose ulcers. An 
elastic stocking or bandage helps 
also but the results are temporary 
unless these supports are worn in­ 
definitely. The tissues ulcerate be­ 
cause tile flow of blood through tile 
veins is sluggish. By obliterating 
these useless passageways via sur­ 
gery’ or the injection of a sclerosing 
solution, prompt healing may be 
expected. 
The remedy sounds simple but 
now and then other measures are 
demanded, particularly if the blem­ 
ishes are large and infected or ha vs 
existed for many years. It may be 
necessary* for the patient to remain 
in bed for several weeks until in­ 
flammation subsides. During this 
period, warm, moist drcssuigs or an 
antiseptic containing one of the 
wonder drugs, Dakin’.s solution, or 
a dye like gentian violent may be 
applied. A preparation containing 
cod liver oil or a paste prepared 
I rom blood cells also may hasten 
healing. If the borders are thick­ 
ened and scarred, surgery may be 
needed at which time the entire 
area is covered with a skin graft. 
This leads to cure but even in such 
circumstances, the results will not 
be permanent unless the veins ara 
taken into consideration. 


The re maul mg 40 per cent of the 
ulcers are due to a variety of con­ 
ditions varying from specific in­ 
fection to cancer. Syphilis, tubercu­ 
losis. molds, and fungi have been 
implicated and until recognized and 
treated properly, the general health 
of the victim will remain impaired. 
In elderly persons, poor circulation 
due to hardened arteries is always 
a possibility; the lesions arise be­ 
cause of a scanty blood supply. 
Many respond to cleanliness, rest, 
and regimens designed at improve 
the circulation.

Tuberculosis is a contagious dis- 1 
ease and it makes no difference 
whether the individual works in­ 
doors or out. Nevertheless, other 
factors besides bacterial invasion 
play a role. When the resistance 
is low, the chances of becoming a 
victim are increased and in this 
respect working out-of-doors must 
lower the odds slightly.

Whitney Pledges Labor Support For "Fair Deal" Program But Other Leaders 


Irked By Proposed Use Of Court Injunctions To Prevent Strikes

WASHINGTON. Feb. 4.—A. F. 
Whitney, bustling chief of the Rail­ 
way Trainmen, assured President 
Truman the other day that organ­ 
ized labor will support his “Fair 
Deal" legislative program as vigor­ 
ously as it backed him rn the re­ 
cent election.

The most fundament!*! test of the 
new labor law proposed by toe Tru­ 
man administration is the relation 
between it and the public interest. 
Bv "public interest" in this te>t It 
meant not merely the good of the 
public and a broad sense, that .s 
a matter of opinion and judgement. 
What is meant is the relation be­ 
tween the proposed law m d the 
authority of government. On this 
point there is an illustration in 
one provision of the new bill. 
The proposed bill repeals a pro­ 
vision of the existing Taft-Hart ley 
law which forbids strikes by em­ 
ployes of government. What this 
rejieal means—not merely as to its 
specific effect but as to a prin­ 
ciple of government in the broad­ 
est sense—can be understood from 
the sequent conditions. 
The old Wagner Labor Relations 
Act did not deal with strikes by 
government employes, it neither 
forbade them nor sanctioned them. 
The reason for this silence, it is 
tenable to assume, was that at the 
time the Wagner Act was passed 
(1935) strikes by government em­ 
ployes were regarded as “unthink­ 
able.” TTiat word was used oy Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt in 1937 in a general 
dissertation about Ute rights of 
labor 
Taken Into Account 
Dr ring some recent years, w hile 
the Wagner law* was still in effect, 
there were many strikes by urions 
of employes of local governments, 
state and municipal. These in­ 
cluded strikes 
by 
teachers 
and 
other school employes, employes of 
municipally owned public utilities, 
and in such functions of city gov­ 
ernment as garbage collection and 
the like. 
Taking account of such strikes, 
the Taft-Hartlev law forbada them. 
Ta repeal this provision of the 
Tafi-Hartley law. as proposed by 
the present bill. would 
have a 
special effect. It would be more 
than merely a negative step, a 
repeat. It would amount to an af­ 


firmative step, having tile spirit 
and moral effect of giving sanction 
to strikes by government workers. 
The 
.sequence 
would 
be: 
first, 
statuatory silence on such strikes; 
second, statuatory prohibition of 
them; and now, if the pending bill 
should be passed as written, repeal 
of the prohibition. 
How extreme a step the present 
bill would amount to if passed, how 
great the distance which deference 
by government to the power of labor 
unions and leaders has gone, and 
how deep the principle involved, 
is shown by 
recalling 
President 
Roosevelt’s statement in 1937. He 
was himself extreme, as measured 
by the standards of that time in 
deference to the rights of labor, 
and the spirit of his statement 
as a whole reflected that deference. 
But bearing on strikes by employes 
of government he said: 
“Collective bargaining, as usually 
understood, cannot be translated 
into the public service . . . the 
very nature and purpose of gov­ 
ernment make it impossible . . . 
Tile employer is the whole people 
. . . a strike of public employes 
, . , is unthinkable and intolerable. 
Slates Another Deference 
Another deference to the power 
of labor leaders and unions, not 
so extereme but very’ far-reaching. 
is in another provision of the pend­ 
ing Administration bill. It deals 
with strikes by workers in indus­ 
tries privately-owned but having 
to a special degree what is legally 
spoken of as a "public interest”— 
industries of such size and impor­ 
tance that cessation of them is by 
its paralyzing effect a public ca­ 
lamity. Examples are the nation­ 
wide strike by employes of rail­ 
roads which 
paralyzed 
transpor­ 
tation in 1946, and the several coal 
strikes by Mr. John L. Lewis* United 
Mine Workers. 
To deal with such strikes, the 
Taft-Hartlev law conferred on the 
President the right to appeal to the 
courts for injunctions. This pro- 


Different Analysis Of 
Peace Offer Rejection 
--------------- By DAVID LAWRENCE ----- 


WASHINGTON. Feb 4—It us easy 
enough to Join the chorus which ap­ 
plauds the haughty turndown that 
Secretary Acheson gave to Premier 
Stalin’s bid for peace negotiations, 
but candor and realism compel a 
different analysis. 
Spokesmen for the great govern­ 
ment of the United States should 
never be flippant or sarcastic no 
matter what the behavior or atti­ 
tude of spokesmen for other govern­ 
ments happens to be. There is more 
to be gained bv a dignified handling 
of such an extraordinary maneuver 
as Premier Stalin made. America 
can never carry a clear conscience if 
placed in the position of being un­ 
willing to talk peace, even to a 
nation which has been palpably ob­ 
structing peace. 
Pear that the United States Gov­ 
ernment could not express itself 
clearly and politely and yet meet 
effectively any propaganda maneuv­ 
ers by the Soviets Is baseless. It is 
just as easy to meet propaganda 
with clear-cut statements couched 
in courteous phrases that respect 
the amenities of international inter­ 
course as it is to indulge in satirical 
references doubting the validity of 
the excuse given by Stalin that his 
health would not permit a long 
journey to Washington. 
Could Have Seemed Interested 
Tile Department of State could 
have noted with satisfaction the 
newspaper interview given by Stalin 
and could have said that it was an 
interesting manifestation of high 
purpose and that the United States 
reciprocates by pointing out that 
any meeting between heads of state 
must be preceded by a period of ex­ 
ploration 
to 
determine 
possible 
areas of agreement. Tile United 
States could have pointed out also 
that unilateral action by America 
would not be according proper re­ 
spect to the wishes of other sover­ 
eign powers and that hence it w’ould 
be advisable to include the heads of 
the British and the French govern­ 
ments and that only after the for­ 
eign ministers had held consulta­ 
tions, either in person or through 
their ambassadors, could it be de­ 
termined whether a meeting of the 
heads of state would be wort?: while. 
It is regrettable that even the 
possibility of a meeting of heads of 
state w’as permitted to go off on the 
tangent of where the meeting should 
be held and who should come to 
w’hat place. This is a mere detail 
and bv no means the first question 


to be decided. If there were a chance 
for a real agreement and some indi­ 
cation 
through 
diplomatic 
ex­ 
changes in advance that Russia was 
ready to end the cold war. the 
American 
people 
would 
applaud 
President Truman if he went to the 
Persian Gulf on a battleship and 
met Stalin there, or in Alaska or 
some other mutually agreeable place 
outside the iron curtain. The place 
for the meeting is not the real ob­ 
stacle. It is whether the conditions 
conducive to a successful accord can 
be created. 
Can’t Stand On Pride 
It is the duty of the American 
government to assume that, when 
another government wants to talk 
peace, some way can be found to 
bring about such a discussion, even 
though officials may be convinced 
that the talks may not get any­ 
where. A peace-loving nation can­ 
not stand on pride or protocol when 
there is a real problem of peace or 
war involved. 
The danger In any cavalier atti­ 
tude assumed by the United States 
is that the Russian extremists may 
be encouraged to believe that war 
is the only way out and that it is 
inevitable. Such a psychology means 
a continuance indefinitely of the 
Berlin blockade, with a cost to the 
American taxpayers of nearlv $1- 
000.000.000 a year, and a continued 
expansion of our armed services. 
now costing about $14,000,000,000 a 
year. Russia ran afford to play the 
game of waiting while more and 
more expense is imposed on Amer­ 
ica. 
A sovereign power cannot be co­ 
erced without war or threat of war. 
and that goes for Russia as well as 
America. The only w*ay left is for 
full and frank discussion and even 
meetings between the heads of a1! 
the allied governments and Stalin. 
If it fails, it is only after such a 
policy has been pursued that the 
peoples of the democracies will be­ 
lieve that everything has been done 
that can be done. 
Unfortunately, the attitude as­ 
sumed by the Department of State 
does not instill the confidence that 
America has tried the simple prin­ 
ciples of christian philosophy which 
are designed to apply reason In all 
forms of its expression—even in­ 
cluding a little inconvenience and 
considerable restraint in utterance— 
before giving up hope of settling a 
dispute.
